Stormy Debate in the Senate 
Manners+-The tstecouraged Ihemeocracy. 


[Special Correspondence of the Press and Tribune.)

The Senate had a stormy Executive Session 
to-day over the confirmation of Faulkner, of 
Virginia, as Minister to Paris. Nothing so 
ultra or violent has been said in chat body for 
years. Southern Senators uttered the rankest 
kind of disunion sentiments, and wrought them- 
selves into a towering passion. Their languaze 
was incendiary and insultiog. They talked to 
Northern Senators as if they were plantation 
slaves, and not their peers. 
oe * made a violent disunion 
irginia. Among,other things, he 
ire that 5 Seward, Chase, Hale, or any other 
Republican, were elected P resident, it would be 
the duty of the Governor of Virginia to seize 
upon the public arms at Harper’s Ferry, and 
then march the military of that State to Wash- 
ington and forcibly prevent the inauguration of 
the President elect. Senators Doolittle, Wilson, 
Wade, and others on the Republican side,object- 
ed to sending a man holding such treasonable 
sentiments, to represent this country in France. 
Mason, Clay of Ala, Iverson and Toombs of 
Ga., and other disunionists, replied in the most 
furious language. They made the very air sul- 
phurous with treason, such was the ultra dis- 
union character of their language. But as the 
Senate sits in executive session with closed 
doors, I could not learn the precise language 
they employed. They went so far I understand 
as to attempt personal intimidation. But as 
these sapercilious slave drivers had white men 
and not negroes to deal with, that style of argu- 
ment did not avail them, particularly well. 
Douglas sat quietly and opened not his mouth, 
except to vote for the confirmation of the Vir- 
ginia Dis-unionist. He had no word of reproof 
or rebuke to offer. It was treason for a band- 
ful of fanatics to capture the Arsenal at Har- 
per’s Ferry for the purpose of liberating slaves ; 
but patriotism to capture the same Armory for 
ae purpose of using the U. S. arms to prevent 
the inauguration of the man constitationally 
elected to fill the Presidential chair. In other 
words, it is all right and Democratic in the eyes 
of Mr. Dougias for Virginians to commit dig 
- treason, but all wrong for John Brown to com - 
wilt lsttle treason, the one aiming to {ree bonds 
men, the other to destroy the Union.

Ia Dr. Rice’s *“ Lecture on Slavery,“ winch 
appears in your paper this morning, I observe 
the following statement: 

“It is a fact that slavery existed in New 
Eogland for many years, and was never, to avy 
extent, made a matter of disciplive ig the 
churches, at all, till abolished by the civil law.” 
Dr. Rice cannot be familiar with the ecelesi- 
astical history of New Eogland, and has not 
done justice to the moral forces which extin- 
guished the evil there. It was expelled from 
her borders by the action of her churches—tirst 
cast out of her churches and then abolished by 
the State, wich is the natural order. A lead- 
ing agency in this work was borne by the 
church in Newport, R. L, under the mipie«ry of 
the venerable Samuel Hopkins, thea the most 
eminent divine - New Eogland, and not more 
disting»‘ened as a learned theologian than as a 
practical reformer. Newport was at that time 
deeply involved in the slave trade, had been 
built up by its iniquitous gains, and the wealth 
and social iafluence of the place were arrayed 
in its support! No minister of the gospel in the 
Southern States occupies, at this day, a position 
requiring more of the martyr spirit, for a faithful 
exhibition from the pulpit of the guilt of Amer- 
ican Slavery, than was demanded in Newport 
in the year 1770. Bat the pastor was equal to 
the crisis, and in the face of the oppressor he 
deliberately demanded the freedom of the slave. 
And in the words of a celebrated writer, It 
may well be donbted whether, on that Sabbath 
day, the angels of God, in their wide survey ot 
his universe, looked upon a pobler spectacle 
than that of the minister of Newport, rising up 
before his slave-Holdiog congregation, and de- 
manding, in the name of the Highest, the de- 
liverance of the captive, and the opening of the 
prison doors to them that were beund.” Can 
the inquiry be raised without aa inroluntary 
smile at its Indicrousness, whether the angels of 
Heaven hovered with similar delight over the 
North Presbyterian Church in Chicago, last 
Sabbath evening!

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DOUGLAS AND POPULAR SOVEREAGNTY. 


Lake | & Speech by Carl Schurz of Wisconsin, 


DELIVERED AT SPRINGFIELD, 
4, 1860. 


When itical or social problems, difi-

Mr, Douglus’s doctrine of Po vereignty 
is certainly the most remarkable, not only by 
the apparent novelty of the thing, but by the 
pomp us assurance with which it was offered to 
the pation asa perfect and radicalcure. Form- 
erly compromises were made between the two 
conflicting systems of lebor by separating them 
by geographical lines. These compromises did 
indeed produce intervals of comparative repose, 
but the war commenced again with renewed ac- 
rimooy, as soon as a new bone of contention 
preseu ed itself. The system of compromises 
us a whole 77 — a failure. Mr. gias’s 
doctrine. of Popular Sovereignty proposed to 
bring the two antagonistic elements into imme- 
diate contact and to let them struggle hand to 
hand forthe supremacy on same ground. 
In this manner, he predicted, the slavery ques- 
tion would setile itself in the smooth way of 
ordinary business. He seemed to be confident 
of success; but hardly is his doctrine, in the 
shape of a law for the organization of territo- 
riee, put upon the statate-book, wheu the strug 
gle grows fiercer than ever, and the difficulties 
ripen into a crisis. This does not disturb bim. 
He sends forth manifesto upon manifesto, 
even during the State campaign of last fall, be 
mounts the rostram in Ohio, in order to show 
what he tau do, and like a second Constantine 
he points his fioger at the great principle of 1’o 
ular Sovereigoty, aod says to his foliowers: In 
this sign you will conqeer. But the tendency 
of events uowilling to yield to his 
rophecy. ihere seemed to be uo charm in 
is command; there was certainly no victory 
in his sign. He bad bardly defined his doctrine 
more elaborately than ever before, when his 
frieods were routed everywhere, and even his 
great party is on the point of falling to pieces. 
Ine failure is magniticently complete. 
There certainly was something in his theories 
that captivated the masses. I do not speak ot 
those who joined their political fortunes to his, 
because they saw in him aman, who some day 
might be able to scatter plunder and favors 
around him. Bat there were a many, 
who, seduced by the plausible sound of the 
word „ Popular Sovereignty,” meant to have 
fo..od theresome middle ground, on which the 
rights of free labor might be protected and se- 
cured, without exasperating those interested iu 
slave labor. They really did think that two 
conflicting organizations of society, which are 
incompatible by the nature of things, might be 
made compatible by ative 
But this delagion vavisbed, No sooner was the 
theory put to à practical tes, when the coo- 
struction of the Nebraska bili became no less a 
matter of fieree dispute, than the con- 
stroction of the Constitution had been 
before. Is this proslavery, or is it anti- 
slavery? it was asked, e South found- 
in it the right to plant slave labor in the territo- 
ries unconditi y, aud the North found in it 
the right to drive slavery out ol them.

King, to exclude ower from the States des- 
cribed in the resolve of April 23d, 1784, and to 
make this provision part of the compact es 
l.shed by that resolve? Does be not know that 
this provision, restoring the Jeffersonian fea- 
tare to the “Jeffersonian plav,” was commit- 
ted by the vote of eight States against four? 
Does he not know that the plan of 1784 never 
went into practical operation, but was express. 
ly set aside by Congress in 1787? Does he not 
know that the Ordinance of 1787 was the first 
legisiative act ever practically organizing a ter- 
titery of the United States, and that one of its 
most prominent features was the viso ex- 
cluding slavery from ail the territomes then in 
possession of the United States? 

Mr. Douglas's historical recollections of the 
ordinance of 17?7 seem to be very indistinct. 
Indeed, he deems it only worthy of an occa- 
tonal passing, almost contemptuous notice. 
He speaks of it as the ordinance of the 12th 
of July, 1787, which was passed by the remnant 
ot the Congress of the confederation, sitting in 


New York, while its most eminent members 


were at vhiladelphia, as delegates to the Fede- 
ral Convention.” For three-quarters of a cen- 
tury people were in the habit of thinking that 
the ordinance of 1787 was an act of the highest 
order of importance, but we now learn, that it 
was a rather indifferent affair, passed on an in- 
different occasion by an exceedingly indifferent 
set of fellows, while the plan of 1784, a mere 
abstract programme, completely overruled by 
subsequent 1 22 is represented as the 
wrue glory of the age. How is this“ The rea- 
son is obvious. . Douglas belongs to that 
elass of bistorians who dweil upon those facts 
which suit their convenience, and unceremoni- 
ously drop the rest. I once heard of a Jesuit 
college where they used a text-book of history, 
in which the French revolution was never men- 
tioned, while the Emperor —— figured 
there only asa modest marquis Bonaparte, who 
held a commission under Louis XVII., and 
fought great battles for the glory of the Catho- 
lic church. [Laughter and applaus“. 

So it is with Mr. Douglas and the history of 
this country, He ignores the universal princi- 
ples of the Declaration of Independence, and 
represents the great founders of the Repubiie, 
as 3 2 the way ſor his great princi- 
ple,” while a few village politicians get up an 
abusive ordinance, adverse to the general ten- 
dency of things. But as those Jesuita never 
could preveut their students from peepingjout of 
their college windows into the wide world, 
where they 
things, so Mr. Douglas cannot prevent us from 
traveling out of the yellow covers of Harper 
Magazine, into the open records of history, 
where we find Mr. Jefferson’s anti-slavery 
clause, although lost in 1784, strenuously in- 
sisted upon by the Jeadivg spirits of the re 
public, incorporated in the great act of 1787, 
solemnly re»ftirmed by the first Congress under 
the constitution of the people of one of the 
territories. [Cheers This is the true “Jefler- 
sonian plan,” the plan which Jefferson framed, 
voted for, and which was carried out in spirit; 
not that mangled report of 1784, which Mr. 


Douglas wants us to take as the foundation of 


ail territorial government, because an historical 
accident happens to coincide with bis schemes. 
That true Jeffersonian plan rested, indeed, on 
the principle of popular sovereignty, but it will 
be conceded, that Mr. Jefferson’s great privci- 
le was as widely different from that of Mr, 
Jouglas as the ordivance of 1778 is different 
from the Nebraska bil. While Mr. Jeflerson’s 
notion of popular sovereigaty — from the 
idea that man has certain inalienable rights, 
which the majority shall not encroach upon, 
Mr. Douglas's doctrine rests upon the idea that 
the highest development of liberty consists in 
the rights of one class of men to hold another 
class of men as slaves, if they see tit to do so. 
(Applause. While Mr. Jefferson excluded 
slavery from the territories,in order to make 
room tor true 7 sovereignty, Mr. Douglas 
inveats his false popular sovereignty in order to 
make room fer slavery. The ordinavce ot 1787, 
the true “Jeffersonian plan,” wis indeed, no 
mere accident, no mere occasional act of legisla- 
tion. it sprang from the idea, as Madison ex- 
ressed it, that republican institutions would 
me a fallacy, where slavery existe, and 

in order to guarantee republican institutions te 
the territories, they excluded slavery. [Cheers.] 
The ordinance of 1787 was the logical offepring 
of the principles upon which your independence 
aod your Constitution are founded; itis the 
practical application of the ration of Inde- 
endence to the goveroment of the Territories, 
ts very existence sets completely at nought Mr.
